ATTACK ON RELIEF 
SYSTEM. 


DUBLIN BOARD REPLIES 
TO MR. J. J. WALSH. 


— 


Members of the Dublin’ Board of 
Assistance yesterday approved the terms of 
a letter read to them by the Chairman, Mr. 
Pp. S. Doyle, T.D., in reply to an attack 
contained in a letter from Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
which was read at the previous mecting on 
the relief system. 

The Board’s letter pointed out that “ the 
Board is obliged by Statute to make pro- 
vision for the due*relief of all destitute poor 

sons in the Union area, and the members 
the Board and their officers are discharg- 
r this obligation conscientiously and 


iently, and are satisfied that, while due 
elief is given to those entitled to receive it, 
ery reasonable precaution is taken to pre- 
it being obtained by ‘idlers.’ 

Therefore, if you, or any other rate- 
ver,” continued the letter, “will furnisa 
e Board with the names and addresses of 
sons whom it is alleged should not be in 
eipt of relief, the Board will have in- 
iiries made, and, if the allegations are 
and to be true, the recipient, and those 
responsible for the grant of relief, will be 
suitably dealt with. 
“Many of the members of the Board have 
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long and varied experience on the adminis- 
tration of public affairs and in social work, 
and, knowing that, all applications for out- 


door relief are carefully considered before 
any decision is made; they challenge you to 
prove the statement m your letter, viz., ‘ there 
are many dishonest‘ ones getting our money 
under the cover of need.’ 

“I have no doubt that various Labour 
organisations will resent. and deny your im- 
putation that factories are lying idle and 
derelict because certain people are too lazy to 
work, and prefer instead to draw the ‘dole’ ; 


but the members of the Board and their 
officers are satished that the able-bodied 
persons now receiving outdoor relief are 


more than willing to work if work can be 
provided for them.” 

[he supervisors reported that during the 
week ending Saturday last 8,774 cases were 
relieved at a cost of £5,220, showing a de- 
crease as compared with the previous week of 
YO cases and £75. 

it was stated that the decrease was due 
inainly to the fact that many of the men on 
relief had gone for training with the Army 
Reserve. or had cbtained employment on 
Dublin Corporation relief schemes.

FREE STATE TRADE 


PROBLEMS. 


‘HE Pig Industries Tribunal resumed its 
sittings at the offices of the 
i. ment of Agriculture, Merrion street, 
Dublin, yesterday. Mr. Henry O’Friel 
(Chairman) presided, and the other members 
present were Professor Whelehan, M. Twomey 
and P. Rogan. . 

Mr. Eugene Riordan, Drumcollogher, Co. 
Limerick, stated that he had been engaged’ 
for the past six years receiving fat pigs by 
live weight for the Co-operative Wholesale 
Society, Tralee. As regards the export of 

rk to London from September to April, the 
armers invariably made an effort to get nd 
of young pigs before Christmas. Lots were 
disposed of that were unfit for the trade, 
being too light in weight. The farmers’. plea 
was that they wanted outhouses to accommo- 
date cattle at this period, and could not 
wait to finish young pigs. ‘The result of 
that was that a glut in the pork market 
occurred at this period, and then a shortage 
came in the months of January, February, 
March and April, when fresh pork com- 
manded a better price. The Minister for 
Agriculture, he thought, should step in and 
remedy this state of affairs by issuing ,an 
order compelling those engaged in this busi- 
ness to kill porkers only that weighed 80 to 
100 lbs. dead-weight. This © arrangement 
would help to distribute the supply over the 
entire period, and would result in a gain for 
the farmers who supplied that industry. 


FAT PIG TRADE. 


Referring to the fat pig trade, the witness 
stated that he found that the majority oi the 
pigs offered for sale were unsuitable for the 
bacon industry. Many were too fat, being 
“blown up ”. cuickly. with factory milk and 
kept in confinement during the fattening 
period. It was always better to allow young 
pigs plenty of exercise in the fields or yards, 
and to limit rations during the growing 
period. The practice obtained in the West 
of Ireland where pigs were given a period of f 
from nine to twelve months before being 
marketed, with the result that the type pro- 
duced bacon of good quality, both lean and 
firm. Farmers erred in feeding pigs exclu- 
sively on Indian meal. which produced a high 
percentage of fat. They should be raised 
for preference with home-grown barley, which 
gave a distinctive flavour to the bacon. The 
Department had done a good deal to improve 
the breed of pigs—special care being given 
to raising pigs of long sides and lean in 
description; but he thought that more care 
should be taken to breed pigs of a suitable 
type for pork or the fresh pork trade. 
Pigs required for home-cured bacon or dry- 
cure should, at least, be from eight to twelve 
— old, and need not necessarily be 
ean. 


CONTROL BODIES. 


Mr. B. Fagan, Portarlington, urged the 
setting up of a national pig industries board, 
consisting of representatives of breeders and 


feeders, handJers, curers and Government 
nominees, to be in charge of the pig industry. 
There would be under it a pigs marketing 
board and a pigs products marketing board, 
and these would have complete control cf 
the industry. The board would have power 
to fix prices of pig products in the Free State 
and. arrange for disposal of surplus in the 
export market, and also power to lay down 
rules for classification; and grading of pigs,

THINGS. | 


SPRING CHICKENS AND “ 


CANNING FACTORIES. 


ECENT discussions on the possible 
R effects of the heavy duty on poultry 
exports from the Irish Free State have 
resulted in one definite conclusion. That is, 
that the day of the inferior bird is ended. 
Readers will remember that the policy of 
“produce only the best” has always been 
maintained in these articles. The experts to- 
aay all seem to be agreed on at least one 
peint—that there is far too much rubbish 
and too little first-class stuff turned out 
Lere, and that the careless producer, unless 
he mends his ways, has no place in the new 
scheme of things. 
Apropos of this in the Farmer's Gazette, 
‘‘M.H.M.” (for whose opinions we have the 
highest respect—feeling still the relationship 
of student to teacher), says in a reference to 
my last article, that “the trade in table 
poultry, or a good part of it, would sooner 
or later have killed itself.”” She goes on 
to describe the large supplies of ‘‘ deplorable 
looking stuff ’’ that this country has been 
exporting. Similar views are expressed by 
other experts, who also maintain that the 
shipper who has been sending well turned out 
milk-fed chickens to the English market, will 
still find a ready demand for his stuff, and 
probably the buyer will meet him half-way 
in the matter of duty in order to secure the 
good article. 


An Immediate Task. 


The most practigal step which all poultry 
producers should take at once would appear 
to be to cut out all waste and wasters. Set 
at once about producing good chickens. By 
hatching now they will be in time for the 
spring trade, which is the best trade: Breed 
only from the best stock of a class suitable 
for table—e.g., Sussex, Faverolle, RK.1.R., 
game, or good first crosses Of heavy apy! 
general purpose breeds. ‘This is the ideal 
time to set the eggs of any of these breeds 
in order to have the chicks on the market 
in good time—that is, from February. By 
working hard through the winter and hatch- 
ing out several batches between this and the 
end of December, the enterprising poultry- 
keeper may look to a reasonable profit on the 
birds. 

While speaking of the table, chicken trade, 
it may be well to remind our readers that it 
is a mistake to go in for over-large chickens. 
The greatest demand, under present condi- 
tions, is for birds weighing on the average 
from 25 to óilb, The 4ib. bird enjoys a 
sort of select popularity—in hotels, institu- 
tions, etc., or for a large family. Generally 
speaking, however, the modern housekeeper 
for reasons of economy prefers the smaller 
variety, round about 3lb. Therefore, the 
producer should aim at supplying good, plump 
chickens of this size. With ordinary care in 
rearing and feeding on proper, well-balanced 
foods such birds should be fit for market at 
about twelve weeks. 


The Best Method. 
At any rate, they should be brought up to 


this weight within fourte@m weeks, and so 
quickly sold off, if the business is to be run 
on successful lines. Keeping birds dragging 
along slowly is one of the surest ways of 
wasting food and money, and no profit can 
be expected from raising over-large table 
chickens. The cost of raising the birds of 
34 to 4lb. in fourteen weeks ought not to 
exceed ls. 2d. to 1s. 6d. each. If kept long 
when over the 4lb. mark, the cost of putting 
up extra flesh rises out of all reasonable pro- 
portion. 

The method, therefore, for profit must be 
quick growth, quick fattening and quick 
sales, and this object is best attained, 
especially during the winter, by an intensive 
or semi-intensive system of rearing, as 
already described. A comfortable house, with 
brooder or hover, seems the most practical 
rearing place for the average farmer here; 
we will leave the latest in batteries and other 
last-minute inventions to the experts and the 
larger producers. Fattening coops, however, 
can play a useful part for the last few weeks, 
when the birds are being finished for market. 
They are doubly useful, since they enable the 
more advanced birds to be kept separately 
from the others, where space is limited. When 
one batch is removed finished from the 
coops, another batch should be ready to be 
put in, and so on in rotation. But do not 
forget to thoroughly clean the cocps after 
each lot. 


The Canning Industry. 


The fact that at least one County Committee 
of Agriculture has favourably considered the 
possibilities of the canned poultry industry 
should set an encouraging headline for others. 
It should also give a fillip to the producers. 
Canning of poultry, if properly carried out on 
scientific lines, should certainly prove a good 
thing for us. We may not be large con- 
sumers of tinned foods ourselves, but we can 
boast that we have better raw material than 
most countries, and, secondly, it is easier to 
export poultry in cans than any other way. 
The question cf the duties, of course, is an- 
other matter. In the neighbourhood of large 
cities and industrial centres canned chickens, 
as well as other canned foods, are in good de- 
mand. There seems no reason why we should 
not be able to send our Irish canned chickens 
in as tempting a condition as those from any 
other country to these centres, and so com- 
pete with our many rivals. 

Talking of canning, there would appear to 
be great danger in starting a number of small 
factories with too little capital. Such con- 
cerns would probably last only a year or two, 


taking such as this should at the outset be 
established on a sound commercial basis, with. 
enough guaranteed capital to survive the 
initial years, and to extend and develop the 
business in time. Once a high class reputa- 
tion for its products was cstablished and 
maintained, such a concern should quickly 
rove a sure investment, and might mean the 
eginnings of a really important industry 
for the Saorstat. , 

We hear a lot about beet factories and their 
value to the farmer. Why should not a can- 
ning, factory obtain also the blessing of the 
Government and bring its quota of relief to 
the depressed poultry producer?

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TREATMENT OF WHEAT 
SEED. 


-- 


OST farmers are fully aware of the 
damage caused by bunt smut in 
wheat, but there are still far too 

many who do not take measures to prevent 

its occurrence. This can be done by suitable 
disinfection of the seed, and now that sowing 
time has come again seed pickling should be 
attended to without delay. It is true that 

seed already dressed can be obtained from a 

few seed merchants, but as a rule it is for 

the farmer to select and to apply one or other 
of the recognised pickling methods available. 

The standard treatment hitherto has been to 

steep the seed in a solution of either copper 

sulphate (bluestone) or formaldehyde, or to 
sprinkle it with one of these solutions. The 
disadvantages of this method are well known, 
and the tendency nowadays is increasingly in 
favour of dusting the seed with a finely 


divided fungicidal powder. 


This newer, dry treatment is to be pre- 
ferred to wet “‘ pickling ” for several reasons, 


It does not injure or delay germination ; 
dusted seed can be stored without injury; 
and, unlike moistened seed, dusted seed does 
not swell, and, consequently, no change in 
the rate of sowing is necessary. Copper car- 
bonate powder, used at the rate of two ounces 


bushel of seed, has proved very satis- 


é 
factory, and some of the proprietary powders 
or dusts on the market, vontaining mercury 
ers in as their active ingredients, have 
so 
specially designed for dressing cereal seed 
with these powders can now be obtained at 
prices from about £2 and upwards, according 
to sise, or a home-made one may be con- 
structed. from a barrel or suitable 
mounted so that it can be rotated like a 
churn.

EAR COCKLE IN WHEAT SEED.

OW that the time for wheat sowing is 
N approaching, it is worth bearing in 

mind that seed wheat sometimes con- 
tain what are known as ‘‘ear cockles. These 
are small black or brown objects, easily seen 
in the seed sample, about the size of a wheat 
seed, though thicker or rounder. Each cockle 
is full of eelworms, and when it is sown the 
pests escape into the soil and make their 
way to the neighbouring wheat plants, into 
which they bore. These plants may, in con- 
sequence of the invasion, become slightly 
distorted. in growth, but in general they 
show no serious symptoms of disease until 
the ‘ears of corn are produced during the 
following summer. Then it is found that in 
place of wheat kernels there are ear cockles, 
which are, of course, both valueless in them- 
selves, detrimental to the wheat sample, and 
centres for future disease. It is, therefore, 
a matter of importance that no ear cockles 
should be sown, and wheat supplies affected 
should be rejected for seed purposes.

Road Signs. 


Belfast and the surrounding districts 
always seem to create a precedent in the 
matter of road signs, but I think the most 
remarkable acquisition of this nature so 
far is the new ‘‘round-about’’ which has 
been placed at the junction of Hamilton 
road and Donaghadee road, in Bangor. 

On a raised circular platform in the 
centre of the cross-roads four pillars have 
been erected, and these, when illuminated 
at night, are very effective. They give the 
appearance of large red glass tubes lighted 
up inside, but in reality the light is merely 
thrown down from a cowl on top of each 
pillar. The sides of the columns are 
painted red, but the bases are coloured 
yellow, and this helps to reflect the light

INCREASED SCHOOL 
GRANTS. 


PREMIUMS ON IRISH AND 
MUSIC, 


The regulations governing the. issue in the 
1355-54 school year of Government grants to 
Free State secondary schools have just been 
published. . 

They include conditions of the payment of 
sums for Irish and _ bi-lingual schools, for 
science, domestic economy, and manual in- 
struction, and bonuses for choirs and 
orchestras, in addition to the usual capitation 
grants. 

The grant per capita to schools conform- 


ing to the Education Department’s require- 


|ments is £10 for a senior pupil, £7 for one 


over 12 years, and £5 for a pupil under that 
age. Where the instruction given in a school 
reaches the “high efficiency standard ” for 
there successive years the total capitation 
grant payable to that school may be increased 
by not more than 10 per cent. sy 
Increases may also be made where the 
total grants are insufficient to ensure the 
maintenance of the school, or where a 
Gaeltacht school is considered necessary ‘‘ to 
meet a demand for the provision of secondary 
education through Irish for the pupils of the 
district in which it is situated.” 

_ For an “all Irish”. school in which Irish 
As the ordinary language used by teachers 
and pupils, the total capitation grant may 
be increased by twenty-five per cent. 
Smaller additional grants are given to schools 
where Irish is used to a lesser extent, The 
teaching of science, domestic economy, and 
manual work, qualify schools for grants vary- 
ing, in accordance with the number of pupils 
under instruction, and the stage they have 
reached, from £4 to £30. ‘* Conspicuous 
merit ” may be rewarded by a further in- 
crease of 10 per cent. 

_ The bonuses for choirs and orchestras, rang- 
ing from £3 to £15, depend on the size of 
the combinations concerned, and whether 
their performance of the pieces are of first 
or second class excellence. The junior 
orchestra must consist of not less than ten 
performers and must have at least first violins, 
second violins, ‘cello and piaro or harmonium. 
Viola, bass and tympani may be added if 
available. The senior orchestra must contain 
at least twenty performers. 

The condition of the payment of grants 
that the teachers of the secondary schools 
shall have the following minimum annual 
salaries :—Men £150, where board and lodg- 
ings are provided, £200 otherwise; women 
£140, where board and lodgings are provided, 
£180 otherwise,

ECONOMIC OUTLOOK. 


In an impressive survey of the economic 
position issued to-day by the League the 
improved economic outlook is again 
emphasised. It says that at the end of 
July, 1933, there was more confidence 
and greater economic activity in the world 
as a whole than at any time since the 
financial crisis began in the spring of 1931. 
The revival of economic activity varied 
greatly from country to country. 

At the same time it was clear that grave 
and difficult problems remained unsolved, 
particularly in the sphere of internationa! 
economic and financial relations. in- 
debtedness, currency, instability and ex- 
cessive trade. Restrictions were obstacles 
to recovery that could not be expected to 
be overcome without positive action based 
upon international agreement. Rising 
prices, increasing production and pur- 
chasing power, and the revival of confi- 
dence leading to a more balanced economic 
organisation in many countries, might 
make possible in the near future a more 
positive and constructive approach to 
these outstanding international problems.

The funeral of the late Lady Elizabeth 
Butler, widow of Lieutenant-Colonel the Right 
Honourable Sir William Butler, P.C., G.CB., 
who died at Gormanston Castle, County 
Meath, on Monday last, took place in the 
little hillside cemetery at the seán of Sta- 
mullen yesterday morning.

“LAWFUL BODIES.” 


So far as that Court was concerned, those 
hodies were lawful bodies, and he was sure 
the Court wouid disregard any suggestion or 
innuendo to the contrary. Mr. Geoghegan 
had also suggested that it.was strange that 
the four accused men should be represented 
by the one solicitor. Mr. O’Reilly was a 
solicitor of the High Conrt, entitled to prae- 
tise before that Court and to have as manv 
lents as he thought fit. or as many. as saw 
proper to employ him for their defence, and 


counsel subrmtted that it was perfectly 
proper that the four men should be repre- 
sented ky the one solicitor and covnsel. 

The duty of the Court was to inquire 
whether the accused men. or any one or more 


of them, had been guilty of the criminal 
charges made against them. The Court was 
not concerned with their views on politics or 
any other matter. Tie submitted that the 
accused men had given their evidence fully, 
candidly and openly: thev had been cross- 
éxantined bv three counsel of considerable 
experience, and he would suggest that they 
were entitled at the hands of the Court to 
entire credence and implicit belief, and that 
the Court should accept everv answer they 
gave either in direct examination or cross- 
examination. 

He was satisfied to rest the case on the 
evidence of the accused men and on that of 
some of the witnesses for the prosecution. 


CHARGES REVIEWED. 


The charges included one of unlawfal 
association and another of conspiracy. Boih 
of those involved agreement between the 


parties, and, if. the Court was to dea! with 
either of those charges, is should find there 
was a combination or agreement between 
them.

“SHAM AUCTION.” 


He had already stated in the course of the 
case that he charged this auction with being 
a sham auction. He still suggested to the 
Court that this was not a real auction, a law- 
fully conducted sheriff’s sale in accordance 
with the process of the law, carried out by 
the sheriff for the purpose of executing the 
process of the law. The defect in the war- 
rant had been proved beyond all question, 
and they knew now a great deal more about 
the circumstances under which the auction 
was held than they had known at the opening 
of the case, and they knew from the various 
witnesses that it was organised and carried 
through by the Department of Justice, for 
whose acts the Minister for Justice must take 
responsibility, in concert and with agreement 
with the Attorney-General and Mr. Killeen. 

The first step in the organisation of the 
sale was when the Minister for Justice wrote 
to Mr. Brazil, assistant to Mr. Colbert, the 
County Registrar of Waterford, and in- 
structed him to send the cattle to Dublin. 
These were instructions which the Minister 
for Justice or his Department had no right 
to give. The sheriff or a county registrar 
conducting a sale in accordance with the 
order of the Court, was, or ought to be, an 
independent officer acting upon his own re- 
sponsibility, and it was for him or hts deputy 
to determine where, and how, the goods 
seized should be scid, and the Minister for 
Justice was ontstepping the bounds of his 
jurisdiction, and was interfering in a matter 
in which the sheriff was a free agent. 
Whether he knew his rights or not, Mr. 
Brazil did not act upon that-instruction. The 
Minister for Justice then wrote to Mr. Col- 
bert, who was on leave, to the effect that he 
was to return at once to Waterford; that in- 
structions had been given to his assistant to 
send the cattle to Dublin, and that he had 
refused to carry out these instructions; that 
he was to have the cattle sent to Dublin; 
to reprimand his assistant, and demand from 
him an explanation of his refusal to obey the 
instructions of the Minister. Was not this 
an assumption by the Minister for Justice of 
the right to determine where the cattle were 
to be sold, and was it not an usurpation of 
the powers of the sheriff and county 
registrar ? : 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S 
PART. 


From its inception this was not a proper 
sheriff's sale, carried cut by the sheriff in 
accordance with his statutory duty in puvur- 
suance of the order of the Court. That did 
not end the interference of the Government 
and the Department of Justice and the 
Attorney-General in the sheriff’s sale, which 
ought to be a public auction conducted by 
the sheriff in a place and manner selected by 
him, for the public to go and bid fairly for 
the goods.

He was the Attorney- 
General's agent for the purpose of giving his 
assistance in this transaction. 

Mr, Lavery said he did not wish to make 
any attack oh Mr. “Conor Maguire, the 
individual whd at the moment held the office 
of Attorney-General. No doubt, he acted for 
the best, whether for an individual political 
epd or as Attorriey-General for the State. 

He did not know whether Mr. Maguire 
would defend his action as being individual 
action, which he was perfectly entitled to 
take in his private capacity, or public action 
taken by him as Attorney-General. That 
would be a matter of some importance, but 
it was a part of the case that remained 
obscure. They must assume that he had 
acted throughout as Atterney-Genéral,* and 
that Mr. Killeen was not rendering a political 
service, but a public sefvice, to the Attorney- 
General. If so, then ne was an agent of the 
Attorney-General, and lent his name and 
assisted by taking over the cattle at a price 
not exceeding £15. He was not represented 
at the sale, and was not a real purchaser. 

The Court had got to satisfy themselves 
whether the cattle were properly offered for 
sale, and whether the person who offered a 
bid did so for a person who wanted the 


cattle. My. Killeen did not accept re- 
sponsibility for the bidder or for the ey 
ro 


Sergeant McManus was a mem 
They had it from him- 
self that he was not there as a private in- 
dividual or as a representative of Mr. Killeen. 
He was a policeman acting under the 
ordets of his superior officer. He put it to 
the Court that this was not a public auction 
properly cenducted. 


HIS SUBMISSION. 


The Court had to go behind the appearance 
which was given to an auction. If what he 
had said was so, it wiped the ground from 
every charge except that of assembly in the 
cattle market. Mr. English knew before- 
hand that “John Brown” was going to buy 
the cattle. The bulk of the crowd were 
around a corner, not knowing the sale was 
going on according to plan. When they 
realised what had taken place they asked for 
the name of the purchaser. Another man 
claimed to have been a bidder, and the cattle 
were put up again. Mr. English realised 
that the sale was unlawful. The cattle were 
put up again, Mr. ES said ‘* No sale,” 
and the cattle were taken away, not on the 
authority oí Mr. English. His last words 
were, *‘No sale.” Mr. Killeen said the 
cattle were to be delivered at the L.M.S. 
Who had he that arrangement with? They 
knew: with the Attorney-General and the 
Ministry of Justice. But the cattle, accord- 
ing to the sher.ff’s conditions of sale, were 
to be sold to the highest bidder, and taken 
by him from the pound. He knew not by 
what authority these cattle were removed 
and taken over by Mr. Killeen. He sug- 
gested they had been taken out of the 
sheriff’s hands unlawfully. 

He asked that Court to have regard to 
the character and position of the four 
accused men, te remember that they had 
stood a most searching cross-examination. 
The four of them were in public walks of 
life. They had pledged their oath that there 
was ho concert between them. They had 
pledged their oath that they did not go there 
to prevent or obstruct the sale. They had 
not prevented or obstructed the sale. They 
had not carried on any conspiracy. They 
did not go to the cattle market to carry out 
any unlawful act. He suggested there was 
no evidence of anything im the nature of ap 
unlawful assembly. It had been established 
beyond all possibility of doubt that, far 
from infiaming the crowd, the speeches were 
of a technical nature. The one phrase 
threatening violence attributed to Mr. Bel- 
ion was foreign to the whole tenor of his 
remarks. He could not believe that he used 
it. His four clients claimed te be law: 
abiding citizens. They submitted ther 
selves freely to that Court. 


PROSECUTION’S REPLY. 


_Mr. Gavan Duffy, closing for the prosecu- 
tion, said that he presented the case as a 
serious one, far-reaching, and standing as a 
precedent-in the laws of public auction. He 
suggested that it was the public inauguration 
of a ‘‘no-rates’’ campaign. There was no 
question of £14, or Mr. McEniry’s real or 
linagimary grievances, but rather the big 
question of principle and of good order and 
government. The assembly at thé sale was 
unlawful, and in defiance of the common law 
of the land, and an example to the public to 
resort to direct action. ~ 

People were present at the sale having no 
lawful interest whatever in the auction, and 
no man, be he farmer or Fascist, had any 
right to interfere between the judgment 
debtor and the creditor. They were told that 
the interference in this case was not due to 
individuals, but to the public sense of the 
community. It was due to _ individuals 
masquerading as the public sense of the com- 
munity. 

Any man entitled te help and assistance 
had only to go to the Court and ask for that 
help and assistance. The claims against Mr. 
McEniry for rates were undefended. Mr. 
McEn.ry, in fact, did not even condescend 
to appear. He never suggested to the Court 
that he could not pay, neither did he ask for 
any relief. So much for the public sense of 
the community. 


“MESSAGE OF MISCHIEF.” 


On the 20th September they tried to broad- 
cast a message of mischief to the community. 
The message was: ‘‘ Pay no rates; fear no 
seizure; remember Clonmel; watch Dublin; 
watch McEnity’s case; rally up in your hun- 
dreds; bring your sticks; if any man attempts 
to bid shout out his name, set on him, chase 
him up a ladder, tear off his clothing, then 
clamour for a new sale because he won't be 
there to bid, and finish up by chairing the 
defaulting debtor and holding a victory meet- 
ing. Then, if you are prosecuted, tell the 
Court you meant no harm; if anything goes 
wrong, put the blame on some rapscallions in 
the mob and say you were there just from idle 
curiosity.”’ 

There were two striking features about the 
case to which he (Mr. Gavan Duffy) should 
draw attention. One was that the presence 
in the sale yard of hundreds of men with no 
legal interest in the sale and no intention to 
bid, and the other was the presence of men in 
responsible positions to whom men were ordi- 
narily accustomed to look for leading .and 
example, but who also in this case had no 
legal interest in the sale and no intention to 
bid. The Court could ask itself for what pur- 
pose were those prominent men there, and 
what part did they play, and would find the 
answer even in their own evidence. 

‘The  prosecution,’”’ continued counsel, 
“has been conducted with conspicuous fair- 
ness by Mr. Geoghehan, and, if fF put the 
case strongly, I trust I shall put it fairly. 
I do not seek a conviction in any single case 
on any single count against any one of the 
four accused men unless the evidence viewed 
impartially warrants it. If on the evidence the 
Court finds that any one of the accused 
men was there as a casual onlooker, and not 
as a participator, I invite the Court to 
acquit him. The prosecution is merely doing 
a public duty. It is not looking for scalps, 
and is not out to score a victory. It is out 
to seek the sanctions of the law only against 
those who have fairly incurred them.” 


NO POLITICS. 


_There was no foundation for the sugges- 
fion that politics had been dragged into the 
case by the prosécution; noth:ng would have 
suited the defence better. - The prosecution 
was determined to keep out anything ‘hat 
eould even savour of partisanship, and to 
confine the isstie to the legal merits and the 
facts upon which it must be determined. 
Cminsel then went on to review the évi- 
dence. 
He asked the Court to hold that the de- 
mand for a re-sale was not an honest demand 
by disappointed people, but a dishonest trick 
and device to try "a knavery and subterfuge 
with the defendant Ryan as the arch-trickster, 
to defeat the ends of justice when they knew 
that there was no dispute. He was assisted 
by Cronin and Barton.

There was a real and 
solid bidder in the person of Mr. Killeen, 
buying through his lawful agent, ** John 
Brown,” chosen for him at his reynest. It 
was true the Government selected the agent. 
Whv not? Mr. Killeen, who looked like a 
man that could not be intimidated, would 
have been at the sale himself if his other 
business permitted, and was entitled to buy 
through any agent, whether selected by him- 
self or selected with his approval. The fact 
that the Government thought it prudent te 
select a policeman to act as agent for Mr 
Killeen was eloquent of the condition . of 
affairs, 

“15 absolutely béats me,” said counsel, 
“how that can be brought as a charge 
against the prosecution or set up as a kind 
of defence for the accused men ”’ 


GOVERNMENT’S DUTY. 

Was it not the duty of any Governnrent 
worthy of the name to step in under circum- 
stances such as had occurred? The Govern- 
ment found a catvle-dealer of substance, who 
gave his cheque as security to the sherrff, 
who was to fiil in the amount as soon as the 
cattle had been knocked down under a certain 
amount. The Government very properly 
arranged for a police officer to be on the 
spot to represent Mr. Killeen, who had come 
forward at a moment of difficulty to buy the 
cattle. Sergeant McManus was unquestion- 
ably the buyer's agent. The cattle were 
knocked down to him because there was ne 
higher bidder, and there was no suggestion 
that eny higher bidder was defrauded or that 
anyone wanted to come forward and pay a 
higher price than Mr. Killeen. si 
. Every honest citizen, whatever his politi- 
-cal. opinions, would thank the Attorney- 
(Jeneral for his intervention to secure that 
the sale should go through in an effective 
menner. 

Continuing, Mr. Gavan Duffy said that 
Mr. Lavery had suggested the arrangement 
was made with Killeen for the purpose of 
covering up the real nature of the trams- 
action. The Executive had nothing to 
hide. Their only one concern was to see 
that there should be a sale and the arrange- 
ment was made to ensure the presence of a 
buyer. The fact that the buyer's agent was 
there in no way prevented anyone else 
hidding higher, and the suggestion that the 
sale was a ““sham ” and false and fraudulent 
was straining the credulity of the Court too 
far. It was also suggested that the Minister 
for Justice had interfered with the Sheriff. 
The Sherif was one of the executive officers 
of the country and was under the control 
of the Minister. Mr. Colbert was apparently 
delighted to get the help he did get from 
the Government. It was his sale. and any 
Government worthy of the name would try 
to ensure that it went through properly, and 
would not sllow scenes like those that took 
place in Prussia 
bringing them before the Court. 

When counsel had concluded, the President 
announced that the decision of the Tribuaat 
would be promulgated in due course. 

The Court adjourned until 11 a.m. to-day.

the members, and one which the Committee 
had from the outset most at heart—that was 
the institution of the marketing of the in- 
shore catch. Marketing could not anywhere 
be satisfactorily established unless there were 
sufficient landings to make that course 
economic. 


INCREASED FLEETS, 


The increase of the fleets was proceeding 
as expeditiously as the boat-building facilities 
of the country would admit. During the 
period under review twenty-four additional 
standard motor boats had been added and 
twelve were under construction. In addition 
fourteen other larger boats had been fitted 
or refitted for sea and seventy smaller boats 
had been supplied. The addition to the 
fleets of all sizes of boats had totalled ninety- 
four, and this branch of the Association’s 
activities was continuing. 

During the year the Killybegs boatyard 
had, through the instrumentality Of Father 
Gallagher, ea reopened, and had already 
turned out several very creditable motor 
boats. The Committee and members of the 
Association were under an obligation to him 
for the great trouble at which he had been 
to bring about that very satisfactory result. 

The semi-diesel engines which had been in- 
stalled in the standard motor boats were win- 
ning satisfactory reports from the members 
who had them in use, and would, he antici- 
pated, be more widely appreciated when the 
owners had had longer experience of them 
and had become more familiar with their 
handling. 

Reverting to the matter of inshore market- 
ing, arrangements had now been made to 
market the catches at Clogher Head, Longh- 
shinny, Balbriggan, Arklow, Courtown, Ross- 
lare, Dingle, Aran Islands (Galway), Inish- 
bofin, Murrisk, Kincasslagh and Downings, 
and these arrangemeats world be extended 
to other ports. The greater part of this fish 
was being marketed through the Association's 
regional wholesalers. 

To fetch the best price fish must be 
properly and carefully handled from the time 
it left the sea until it reached the fishmonger. 
The Committee arranged for instruction in 
this important matter, and as a result fish 
which formerly reached its market in unsuit- 
able containers and in a state far from satis- 
factory was now arriving in first-class condi- 
tion 


SEEKING MARKETS. 


They were taking steps also to find a wider 
market for certain varieties of fish which had 
not hitherto been sufficiently well known 
and had, therefore, not been in great demand. 
Skate, for instance, was one of these varieties. 
It was a very palatable and very nutritious fish, 
but for some reason it had not stood — in 
public favour. For that reason it had not 
hitherto been landed by the inshore fisher- 
men in any quantity, although at certain 
seasons it abounded off the west coast. 
Already the Committee had succeeded in 
greatly extending the market for this fish, 
and their efforts in this direction would, he 
expected, help to improve the earnings of 
members. | 

For some years past conditions in the fishing 
industry had been undergoing change, and 
the industry must adapt itself to the new 
conditions. 

Mackerel, which once was the mainstay 
of an important fishing on the south and 
south-west coasts, could no longer be 
depended upon to support the type of large 
boat formerly built and equipped for that 
fishing. “he large market for cured mackerel] 
in the United States had shrunk to very 
small proportions, and there appeared to be 
very little hope of its revival. At the same 
time, the mackerel no longer frequented their 
coasts in its former numbers. 

Similarly the herring catch would no longer 
support the expensive Las and gear formerly 
employed in its capture. The Committee had 
exerted themselves to encourage members to 
engage in the more regular and dependable 
branches of fishing—trawling, linmg and 
lobster fishing—which provided occupation for 
the greater part of the year, and the equip- 
ment for which involved less capital cost and 
lower maintenance expenses. 


HOPE FOR FUTURE. 


' These branches of the industry did not 
yield the occasional ‘‘ windfalls’? which were 
a great attraction of the mackerel and herring 
fishings, but they were more to be relied 
upon to give the fisherman an assured and 
steady return for his labours. It was, in the 
view of the Committee, only on this basis 
that the industry could in the future hope 
to survive and pay its way. 

It was too early to form definite conclusions 
as to the fruits of their policy, but the 
results at those ports where the marketing of 
the inshore catch had been undertaken 
during the last year did seem to indicate 
that the members who had been supplied by 
the Association with standard motor boats 
would be able to discharge their obligations, 
and to enjoy a fair return for their work, 
without the ever-constant dread of the fixed 
quarterly or half-yearly instalment. 

It would be too much to expect that every 
member to whom 4 boat was supplied by 
the Committee should prove a_ successful 
owner. The Committee had already had to 
take back some of the boats issued to 
members, and they would like it to be more 
widely known that in doing so they were 
protecting the interests of the members 
generally. 


SHELLFISH MARKETING. 


Arrangements had been made to assist 
members in the disposal of lobsters. While 
the results generally were satisfactory, there 
were areas in which these arrangements did 
not operate so successfully as the Committee’ 
would have desired. Steps were also taken to 
organise the better grading, handling and 
export of winkles. The improvements looked 
for were not fully realised this season, but 
there was no doubt that, with more complete 
co-operation by everybody concerned, the con- 
ditions were capable of considerable improve- 
ment. 

The export of mussels from the mussel beds 
in the neighbourhood of Killorglin was also 
supervised by the Association, and the re- 
opening of markets in Great Britain hitherto 
cloned to these mussels was secured. ‘The 
plans for the establishment in Dublin Bay 
of a cleansing plant for musesis had reached 
an advanced stage, and discussions were 
taking place to ensure that mussels treated 
in this plant would be accepted in the 
markets which it was sought by this means 
to re-open for mussels from beds formerly 
of importance, but now subject to probibi- 
tions. 


THE ACCOUNTS.

increased. The costs of transport had been 
reduced. 

Oil as a motiv; power for deep sea boats 
was coming into use elsewhere, and was about 
to be tried out here by the Committee. That 
development, which had suceeded elsewhere, 
would remove the greatest handicap under 
which the industry in this country had pre- 
viously laboured. 

The account relating to the supply of 
boats and gear ened that boats and gear 
to the value of £15,218 3s. 6d. were issued 
to members, and boats and gear to the value 
of £8,087 14s. 9d. were, as to the boats, ready 
for issue or under construction, and, as to 
gear, held in store awaiting issue. The in- 
surance fund account sbewed a credit of £88 
15s. 8d. carried forward. At present the 
Association carried one-quarter of the risk on 
the motor boats supplied to members and re- 
insured the other Gas quarters. 

Ir. addition to the reserve in the insurance 
fund account already mentioned there was a

MARQUESS OF SLIGO'S- 
NEPHEW. 


Frow Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BARBERTON, TRANSVAAL. 

Major James Browne, nephew of the 
Marquess of Sligo, has been killed in a 
moter accident near here. He was @ 
passenger in a car that left the road on 
Ezzey’s Pass, and somersaulted 200 feet 
down. Major Browne, who was forty-five, 
was born in Sligo, where his father was 
County Inspector of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary. His mother was daughter of 
the late Lord Iveagh.

rife. The Balkans teemed with assassins 
who believed themselves to be patriots, and 
numbers: of men and women were quite 
ready to sacrifice their own lives in order 
to rid their countries cf persons whom 
they considered to be tyrants. It is a 
significant fact that the two countries in 
which political ccsassination has been 
rarest are France and Britain, both of 
which enjoy a highly developed system of 
democracy. In Italy, in Germany, in 
Russia, and even in the United States, 
political leaders have been living in 
constant dread of the assassin. Secret 
societies and rendette thrive under dictator 
ship, and when the discontented citizen 
cannot express his unrest through the 
medium of the ballot-box his thoughts 
seem to turn naturally to the revolver. 
The attempt on Dr. Dollfuss’s life may 
have been only an isolated act of frenzy ; 
but it is always possible that his assailant, 
despite his denials, was merely a tool in 
the hands of more dangerous men. Europe

Help for Fishermen. 


A year of good work is reviewed in the 
report of the Irish Sea Fisheries Association 
which we publish to-day. When the Asso- 
ciation came into existence only three years 
ago Irish fishermen were face to face 
with ruin. .The market in their own 
country was small, and no attempt had 
been made to develop it; trade with other 
countries was spasmodic, and they were 
without mohey or equipment to fight 
against competition. The Association was 
formed to serve as a central body through 
which the fishermen might be brought into 
touch with their markets “and with one 
another, and it began its work with a 
modesty which we applauded at the time. 
No extravagant promises were made, and 
after three years its reports retain the sober 
caution of sound business; but very valu- 
able work has been done. Fishermen have 
been supplied with boats and _ tac’le 
upon terms which encourage the more 
regular branches of fishing, rather than 
the ‘‘ seasonal’’ catches with their long 
periods of inactivity. Motor boats have 
been built and used with good results, 


men become more accustomed to their 
management. The Association realises, 
however, that to help the fishermen to 
catch more fish is useless unless the 
public can be educated to appreciate it as 
food. Visitors to Ireland seldom fail to 
be impressed by the absence of any kind 
of fish from country tables, but, until a 
short time ago, it was the result of 
necessity rather than choice. Fish in the 
provinces was scarce, expensive and of 
doubtful freshness. |To-day the Associa- 
tion’s arrangements bring it clean and 
well-packed into most towns and villages, 
and, so soon as it becomes an accepted 
part of the country’s diet, a new era of 
prosperity will dawn for the fisherman.

ADMIRAL EVANS’S

a4 SHEKEDI is once again chief of the 


Bamangwato tribe. Vice-Admiral Evans, 
on the orders of the King, at noon 
to-day yronounced Tshekedi’s restoration to 
the throne. He shook hands with Tshekedi 
and called him “ my friend.” 
The reinstatement ceremony took place be- 
fore a large gathering of natives. 
The announcement of Tshekedi’s restoration 
was made by Admiral Evans, in his capacity 
of Acting High Commissioner. ? 
Addressing the gathering, Admiral Evans 


announced to you in this place that I had 
made an order suspending Tshekedi Khama, 
your acting chief, from the chieftainship of 
the tribe during His Majesty’s pleasure. The 
reasons for which I made the order are known 
to you. I did not make it because I thought 
the man McIntosh did not deserve to be 
punished. On the contrary, I expelled 
McIntosh and another European from your 
reserve. I made it because the law does not 
allow Europeans to be tried by native courts, 
and no man can be chief unless he is ready 
to obey the Jaw.” | 

Admiral Evans then read Tshekedi’s state- 
ment, published by theagOominions Office on 
Neptember 28, in which he abandoned any 
right to deal with a case in which a Euro- 
pean was concerned, and undertook not to 
deal with any European case in the future. 
In the statement he said that he had been 
compelled, in the interests of just adminis- 
tration and the good of his people, to order 
the punishment of McIntosh.

After the reinstatement Admiral Evans 
granted an interview to Tshekedi, at which 
the question of Tshekedi going to England 
to raise with Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Secre- 
tary of State for the Dominions, the question 
of the status of treaty chiefs and other 
matters was discussed.

ISE Free State Government registered 
yesterday with the Registrar of Joint 
Stock Companies, Dublin Castle, the Indus- 
trial Credit Company, Ltd., with a capital 
of £5,000,000, divided into 5,000,000 shares 
of £1 each. 

Previous to this the largest company 
registered in the Irish Free State was the 
Irish Sugar Company, registered a short 
time ago with a capital of £2,000,000. 

The principal obiects of the new com- 
pany, as set out in the memorandum and 
articles of association, include :— 

‘The acquisition, underwriting, }._‘1- 
ing, selling and otherwise dealing of c1 
with shares, stocks, debentures and -other 
securities issued by any company regis- 
tered in Saorstat Eireann under the Com- 
panies Acts, 1908 to 1924, whose principal! 
object is the carrying out in Saorstat 
Eireann of any trade or industry, and shall 
also include the lending or advancing of 
money upon good security as the directors 
of the company may think proper to any 
person engaged in, or proposing to engage 
in Saorstat Kireann any trade or industry 
for the purposes of establishing, carrying 
cn, or extending such trade or industry. ' 


MINISTER’S POWER TO 
APPOINT. 


It is provided in the Articles of Associa- 
tion that, so long as the Minister for 
Finance holds not less than one-half (in 
nominal value) of the issued shares of the 
company, the number of the directors to be 
appointed by him shall be four, if the 
directorate consists of seven directors, and 
three if the total number of directors is 
only five. 

From amongst the directors nominated 
by the Minister, he shall nominate the 
chairman of the directors, and a managing 
director will also be appointed by the 
directors from one of their body, and to 
hold office for a period not less than five 
years. 

As long as the Minister holds shares in 
the company, the person nominated to the 
office of auditor must be approved by him. 
So far the names of the directors have 
not been made public, but an announce- 
ment on the matter is expected in a day 
or two. 


FUNDS FOR UNDERWRITING 
It is understood that the more immediate 
object of the new company is to provide 
funds for the underwriting of the Sugar 
Company’s issue of shares in December. A 
public issue of the Industrial Credit Com- 
pany’s shares is, therefore, not impro!} able 
before the end of the present month. 

The Dail has already voted the sum of 
£15,000 towards the expenses incurred in 
registering the new company, of which 
£12,500 has already gone in company 
capital duty. 

The dividend on the company’s shares 
will, no doubt, be entitled to the 20 per 
cent. abatement of income tax provided in 


the Finance Act, 1932. .

MPORTANT concessions to British 
manufacturers are made in the Common- 
wealth of Australia Budget, which was in- 
troduced this afternoon in the House of 
Representatives by the Treasurer, Mr. J. 
A. Lyons. 
The tariff concessions to British manu- 
facturers in respect of indirect taxation 
are: : 
1—Adjustment of duties—under British 
preferential tariff only—on protected goods 
in accordance with tariff boards’ recom- 
mendation on exchange. 

2—Primage duty remissions. . 

3—Reduction of duty on beer: Customs 
3d. gallon, Excise 3d. gallon. 3 

4—Reduction of duty on whiskey, 
brandy, gin, liqueurs and other spirits: 
Customs be. proof gallon and Excise.2s. 1d. 
proof gallon; bitters: Customs 2s. proof 
gallon; rum: Excise 2s. proof gallon. 

5—Reduction of Customs duty of 1d. per 
lb. and removal of 10 per cent. primage on 
tea. 

6—Reduction of 2s. 6d. per gallon Excise 
on spirit used for fortifying wine. 

7—Reduction of 4d. per gallon Excise on 
benzol. 

8—Reduction of 2d. per lb. Customs 
duty on crude rubber. 

9—Reduction of sales tax by 1 per cent. 
10—Further exemptions from sales tax, 
amounting to £1,220,000. : 

The total remissions in indirect taxation 
amount to £4,330,000. 

Dealing with the subject of the direct 
advantage to British trade, the Treasurer 
said that, after careful consideration of 
the Tariff Board’s report on the incidence 
of primage and exchange upon the 
Customs tariff, the Government had 
decided to apply the report in so far as it 
affected protected goods entitled to admis- 
sion under the British preferential] tariff. 


CURRENCY QUESTION, 

The two principal countries affected are 
the United acted and Canada. It had 
not been considered desirable to apply the 
Board’s recommendations at present to 
foreign imports. It was proposed to incor- 
porate in the Customs Tariff (Industries 
Preservation) Act a provision to enabie 
certain formule to be applied, when

6. Abolition of 10 per cent. primage on 
Hessian. 

7. From 10 to 4 per cent. on a small 
miscellaneous group. Newsprint is ex- 
cepted, in view of the abolition some time 
ago of the special impost of £1 per ton. 


THE EFFECT. 

Mr. Lyons stated that the combined 
eifect of the proposed primage reductions 
end tariff adjustments on account of ex- 
change on virtually all of the protected 
goods admissable under the British pre- 
ferential tariff would be to bring about 
a maximum reduction of 174 per cent.— 
at the present rate of exchange—compris- 
ing 12$ per cent. exchange adjustment, 
and 5 per cent. primage remission. 

The deduction of 12? per cent. was 
based on the British preferential rate 
of 50 per cent., or higher, irrespective of 
whether duties were ad valorem, specific, 
alternative or composite rates. 
This maximum reduction of 124 per 
cent. was brought about by the dual 
nature of the Tariff Board’s recommenda- 
tion, which provided for the deduction of 
one-fourth of the duty, or one-eighth of 
the value of the duty, whichever was 
lower. 
Where the rate was lower than 50 per 
cent. the deduction on account of ex- 
change would be correspondingly lower, 
falling to 24 per cent. in the case of a 
British preferential duty of 10 per cent. 


INCOME TAX. 


The Budget reduces all grades of. in- 
come tax, eases company taxation, 
abolishes the entertainment tax, and in- 
creases old age pensions and public ser- 
vice salaries. It further virtually 
abolishes the super-tax on property in- 
come, and reduces by 50 per cent. the 
land tax. 

The estimated receipts for the coming 
year are £68,580,000, and the expenditure 
£59,756,000 — leaving a deficit of 
£1,176,000, which will be met out of the 
accumulated excess of receipts for 1931-32 
and 1052-53, amounting to £4,851,000. 
‘A gift of £7,490,000 to the public ”’ 
is the general description given by the 
newspapers to the Budget.

Gordon Richards performed the wonder- 
ful feat of riding all six winners at 
Chepstow yesterday, to bring his total tor 
the season up to 212. Richards still has 
forty days in which to ride 55 more 
winners and so eclipse Fred Archer’s 
record of riding 246 winners in one year. 
Richards came in for a great reception 
as soon as he had got Delicia first past 
the post to record his sixth censecutive 
winning ride of the day. He was cheered 
to the echo, and he acknowledged his 
appreciation in his usual modest way. 


ARCHER AND FORDHAM. 
The feat of riding six winners in one 
afternoon is not unique, but there can b» 
only a few people living who can recall it 
being achieved before. Fred Archer per- 
formed the feat twice—at Lewes on August 
5, 1882, and at Newmarket on April 19. 
1877, while George Fordham, at the 
Bibury Club fixture at Stockbridge, ia

Me: DE VALERA'’S statement in the Dail yesterday regarding the

The President had promised on Thursday last that he would do all

Yesterday he stated that the person who had given him the informa- 
tion had confessed that the information was untrue, and the President 
thereupon tendered his apologies to Mr. Mulcahy. 


At the commencement of public business, 

Mr. DE VALERA said that in the course 
of his speech on Thursday night on Mr. 
MacDermot’s motion he stated to the 
House that he had received information to 
the effect that Deputy Mulcahy had an in- 
terview in Glasgow with the British 
Minister for War. : 

“ At Deputy Mulcahy’s request, I 
ágreed,” continued the President, “' that 
a tribunal should be set up to inquire into 
the matter. Since then the person who 
gave the information has refused to come 
forward.”’ 

Here there were groans from the Opposi- 
tion benches. 

Mr. DE VALERA, continuing, said: 
“ He has refused to come forward to give 
evidence, and has, in fact, confessed that 
the information which he gave was not 
true. I regret deeply that I should have 
given publicity to this falsehood, and I 
tender my apologies to Deputy Mulcahy.”’ 
This statement was greeted in some 
parts of the House with hand-clapping. 

Mr. COSGRAVE, leader of the Opposi- 
tion, said that in the course of that same 
debate there was a reference to an Austin 
car made by the President earlier without 
any reference to Deputy Mulcahy, except 
in answer to some interjection. ‘‘ There 
was a reference also by another Minister, 
the Minister for Finance, I think. 

“ These two statements should also be 
withdrawn and apologies ‘made for them, 
and I think that the House is entitled to 
know the name of the person who gave this 
false information, because it is one thing 
to get up here in the House and apologise 
and another thing to get in touch with the 
story through the country. 

‘“ It is due to the honour of a member 
of this House that the person who makes 
such statements should show some respon- 
sibility for them and the source from 
which the person got the information.” 


DISSATISFIED. 


Mr. MULCAHY then said: ‘‘ I want to 
express myself as utterly dissatisfied with 
the attitude which the President has taken 
up in this matter. I hope the House will 
take an opportunity of expressing that dis- 
satisfaction, too. As Deputy Cosgrave 
says, the President’s charge has gone 


through the people, and, more than 
that, it has gone through them, 
apart altogether from the statement. 


The President is now in a difficulty witn 
regard to getting evidence on this point. 
It will be said that there is something ix 
it, and that it is always not easy to get 
evidence. 

“ I think that, apart altogether from the 
sequel—which the President states took 
place in his action as the result of this 
information—apart altogether from that, 
it should not be possible that a statement 
of this kind would be made by the Presi- 
dent in this House against an ex-Minister, 
and that the President would allow it 
drop simply by an apology.

MOB REPULSED BY 
TEAR GAS.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


The tide of labour troubles in the 
United States continues to flow unabated, 
despite the appeal of General Johnson to 
the steel and coal “ barons’’ to quit 
quibbling and to end the mob conditions 
around Pittsburgh. : 

Among the incidents reported to-day 
are a dispute in Washington between car- 
penters and ironworkers as to who should 
make radiator enclosures ; the storming of 
steel works in Steubenville, Ohio, by a 
mob of strikers, who were beaten off by 
tear gas, and the wrecking of a dyeing 
plant in Paterson, New Jersey, by 
strikers. 

A tense situation is reported in the coal- 
fields of Virginia. 

In Saline County, Illinois, a night of 
bomb outrages and gunfire has led to a 
state of terror. 

The strike situation in the motor car 
industry remains unchanged, but the 
strike of lorry drivers in New York has 
been settled.

One transfers from the representative of the Crown to the 
Executive Council the function of recommending the purpose of ap- 


propriating moneys. 


The second deletes the provision in the Constitution as to the 
withho'ding by the representative of the Crown of the King’s Assent 


to bills. 


The third terminates the right of appeal to His Majesty in 
Council from decisions of any of the Free State Courts. 


The bills were not opposed, and the Committee stage of all of 
them was fixed for next Wednesday. 

Afterwards a debate took place on a motion, by Mr. Belton, 
condemning the action of the Government in reducing the total of 
amounts payable for the relief of rates on agricultural land.

In order to make a constructive comparison 
it was necessary, said Deputy MacDermot, to 
compare the Free State with other countries 
in the sterling group or those that kept their 
currency tied to sterling. The Free State's 
decline in exports was 28.9 per 
Sweden’s was 15.8, Denmark 14.2. Norway 
had actually a gain of 21.8, and the United 
Kingdom, with which we are engaged in the 
economic war, had a drop in exports in the. 
same péridd of only 6.2. 

Mr. MacDERMOT added’ only for the Free 
State’s own follies there need not have been 
a drop in our exports of anything like 28.9. 


MINISTER’S RETORT. 


Mr. LEMASS—I heard many bad arguinents 
read’ during last week's debate but none so 
bad as that. Our export trade has declined 
less than the average of the whole of Europe. 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that the Free 
State’s average monthly exports in 1931-32 
were £2150,000; in June of this 
vear the Free State's exports were only 
£1,343.000, and in July £1.377,000. 
The average monthly exports of Denmark 
for 1932 mounted to 90 miilion kronen, and 
for June and July of this year 103,000,000 
and 95 million kronen respectively. There 
was thus a decided improvement in the case 
of Denmark. 

If the Executize Council were to justify all 
that they said aboit tie economic war they 
would have to show that their adversary was 
suffering ill results to the same extent as this 
country. The average monthly exports of the 
United Kingdom for the year 1932 were 
£30,428,000, and ‘n August this year 
£30,997,000. That showed a small change, 


but that sma'l change was a gain. ‘That was 


the economic war: was suffering. 

The Minister and the Government were 
continually preaching that the British market 
was something that did not concern them to 
any extent to bother their heads about as 
regards its effect on prosperity here. It. was 
a little bit striking to find that in 1913-the 
average monthly imports of _ food were 
£24,200.000, and that in August, 1933, they 
were £27,000.000. So much for the alleged 
tremendous decline in the British imports of 
food.

“seemingly a matter of little or no practical

|THE KING’S ASSENT TO BILLS. 

Moving the second reading of the Con- 
stitution Amendment (No. 21) Bill,

as to the withholding by the representative 
of the Crown of the King’s assent to bills 
and the reservation of bills for the significa- 
tion of the King’s pleasure. Legally under 
the Constitution the Governor-General could 
witlihold or reserve bills, but the Constitu- 
tional fact was that: he could not. . There 
was a clash, therefore, between his. legal 
power as indicated in the Constitution and 
the accepted Constitutional fact. 

No bill had ever been reserved or withheld 


by the Governor-General since the foundation | 


of the Free State. This bill was merely 
hringing to accord with the Constitutional 
fact the legal position as contained in the 
Constitution, 

The second reading was passed, and the 
Committee .stage was fixed for Wednesday 
next. 


APPEALS TO THE PRIVY 
COUNCIL. 

Moving the second reading of the Constitu- 
tion Amendment (No. 22) Bill, 1933, which 
terminates the right of appeal to His Majesty 
in Council from any of the Saorstát Courts, 

Mr. DE VALERA said there was more real 
substance in this bill than in the preceding 
bills. On the passage of this bill the judicial 
sovereignty of the State would be asserted in 
the Constitution. The possibility of taking 
to the Committee .of a foreign Council an 
appeal from the Supreme Court of the State 
must appear to every member of the House 
as highly anomalous and undesirable.
